William T, Vanderlip, head of 
the War Housing Center, recently 
gave some’ attention to housing 
for Negro war workers, long af- 
ter thë problems of white work- 
ers had.taken precedence, Leng- 
thy publicity releases were sent 
Negro newspapers and Negro ,or- 
ganizations were. contacted by 
Vanderlip and Saturday he com- 
plained his appeal “had failed: to 
produce the hoped- -for response.” 

This article is written so” that 
Mr. Vahderlip need not’ blame 
lack of interest iF his negative re- 
sults, i 
There was no response for the 
simple reason that there are no 
rooms in North Jersey for Ne- 
gtoes. There are plenty of rooms, 
apartments, entire, houses for 
rent to white war. warkers. With 
Negroes apartments--and houses’ 
are out of the question, All: the 
money in, the world can’t get a 
Negro a rented house or hardly a 
decent .apartment in Newark, 
Montclair, the Oranges, Jersey Ci- 
ty, even in more distant Union, 
Passaic and Bergen-Counties; 

In Orange workers ‘can’t ever 
find furnished rooms, Advertise- 
ments for furnished rooms in the 
New Jersey Herald News, reach- 
ing thousands of Negro families, 
secure minor results because there 
are no such rooms in any number. 
Yet other ads in this newspaper 
bring a flood of results to the ad- 

The War Housing Center needs 
to add another department if it 
wants to solve the Negro war 
worker housing problem, That 
Department's motto should. be 
“Make all houses and apartments 
in: Newark available to Negroes” 
and not just those in segregated 
“districts, +. 

The much discussed third ward 
should be visited by Mr. Vanderlip 
in person. There he will fiind that 
a Negro war worker can't. get a 
half.a room in the block back. of 
High Street and yet on High 
Street itself almost every apart- 
ment building has signs ou of 
apartments for rent.!-This is true 
of all. other sections ‘of the. city. 

Saturday Mr. Vahderlip releas- 
ed a series of examples of how 
difficult it-was to place Negro war 

“arkers, He cited examples ot 
Well to do Negroes here in. the 
state who can find nothing, re- 
are stale facts, Such conditions 
gardless. of cost. These, however, 
existed in Newark long before the 
war,’ 

Even empty houses in segrega- 
ted Negro sections are not for 
rent, White landlords hire canpen- 
ters, divide such houses into band. 
box rooms and rent them, out as 
rooming houses. However, even 
such vacancies are now hard to 
find. Such houses cannot often be 
even purchased. The landlords 
make more by dividing them up 
into. bandbox hotels, 3 

On one street over a year: ago 
there wag a modern. apartment 
house occupied by Negroes. The 
landlord moved two families’ out 
and then made the third family 


into_a_rent—collector,He—hired—a- 


carpenter and put partitions be- 
tween each room of the vacant 
,apartments, making furnished 
rooms of the two large modern 
apartments, cutting off ventilation 
and light and creating sleeping 
rooms only,-Couples were pre- 
ferred for these as they bring 
more money. 

Furnished room rents in New- 
ark and other cities are expen- 
sive propositions to workers who 
are notin high, paying defense 
jobs. Couples have to pay up to 
$10 and $15 a week for single 
rooms, Single girls can’t get a 
room undet $5 and $6, In many 
cases the roomers have to clean 
their own rooms and keep them 
in order. 

All this is caused because of 
residential segregation and not in. 
difference to Vanderlip’s appeal, 


Because of such segregation even, 


the City of Newark will not. con- 
demn houses unfit for habitation. 

Mr. Vanderlip and the War 
Housing Center’ ,will do a fine job 
for North Jersey if they frankly

come out and aal housing dis+ 
crimination and present statistics 
to show the high cost in man 
hours, caused by such segregation. 

The ‘War Housing Center was 
established. to handle housing 
problems of all war workers, with 
emphasis on in- ~migrants. Its grea~ 
test difficulty has been in placing 
Negroes, however. 

“Tt. is hard. enough for a white 
family. to find a.place to live in 
this area,” "Mr. Vanderlipp said: 
“The ‘problem. oft Negroes. is far 
greater, because even. in. normal} 
times there was not enough de~ 
cent housing available for nue 
This agency is prepared even to 
refodel old factory buildings ‘into 
apartments, if any can be found.”

Following a series of complaints 
to the Newark office of the SPCA, 
Moran: of ™the 
Fourth precinct Saturday .warned 
Third ‘ward livery stable proprie- 
tors that police, will-“not tolerate” 
abuse of horses. 

Complaints received by- Mrs; 
Virginia Preston, SPCA superin- 
tendent, charge that horses and 
Wagons, “loaded with hoodluims 
who beat the animals.” nightly go 
racing through the “hill section” 
of the Third ward. 

Among the livery stable owners 
warned was Jacob Green, who 
conducts a produce business and 
livery stable at Charlton and 
Montgomery. streets. Green has 
11 horse and wagons teams which 
he rents to youths to-sell his pro- 
duce., He promised Mrs. Preston| 
and Detective Francis Schryver, 
assigned to Mrs. Preston by Cap- 
tain Moran, that we would co- 
operate to the “fullest,” 

Mrs. Preston said that the situ- 
ation was “out of control,” adding: 

“I have been making night and 
day checks of violations in that 
section, but I Was taking my life 
in my hands each time I went 
there.” 

She said that on some occasions 
when she asked youths to stop 
abusing the horses, many of*them 
used indecent language, and con- 
tinued to mistreat the animals, 

“A large number of these vio- 
lators are juveniles,” Mrs. Preston 
explained. “They get older youths 
to hire the horses and wagons. 
Then they take them over and use 
them to peddle vegetables or pick 
up rangs and junk. In many cases 
instead of returning the horses to 
the stables at 7 p. m, when they 
should, they pick up other youths 
and race through the streets, beat- 
ins “the: horses.” 


The SPCA official estimated 


“that between 150 and 200 horses 


are rented out daily by six livery 
stables in the Third ward. 

Complaints received by - the 
SPCA state that sothe wagons have 
as many as 20 youths in them; 
drivers, racing one another, beat 
the horses “unmercilessly” with 
whips and sticks, 

Most<of the “racing activities,” 
Mrs. Preston asserted: occur on 
Belmont avenue or Broome, Mor- 
ton and Prince streets,

One complaint said that two 
wagons, each containing 15 youth- 
ful occupants; went racing through 
the Wallace street and 13th av- 
enue intersection’ one night last 
week at 9 o'clock.

Yet even if Negroes suffer no illusions about white 
prejudice South or North, are they to be expected to defend 
a common country without wanting intensely to enjoy 
common rights and privileges? 

Mr. Krock thinks Negro soldiers and sailors are wanting 
the impracticable and infeastible. Not because, mind- you, 
what they want isn’t right and just ahd“urgently advisable; 
but it just isn’t “practicable and feasible.” 

. Does Mr. Krock think intelligent Negro soldiers, sailors 
and their families have any ear ‘for this kind of nonsense? 
Does he not know that there is a terrific difference between 
the absurd orders given out in Army camp communities 
by blind-as-bats Army officers and the legitimate expecta- 


tions of Negro fighting men as citizens? 


Moreover, we know that, as we pointed out recently 


in an editorial on a situation at Fort Sills, Oklahoma, federal 


authorities can enforce. equal rights and . accommodations 
for service men when and where: they: want, whatever the 
local customs.: sep irs 

If, of course, Mr. Krock is saying it is; not. practicable 
or feasible to. treat white and-colored service men and their 


families continue to be impracticable and unfeasible.

Disgrace -Hoover 


DETROIT—Civil violence, race 
riots and insidious campaigns 
against minority groups are a 
national disgrace and a. reflec- 
tion upon all Americans, J, Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Fedral 
Bureau of Investigation, told the 
annual convention of the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police in Detroit Monday, August 
9. 


Calling upon police officérs to 
recognize their responsibility for 


vigorous, prompt and firm meas-, 
ures to restore peace, in the case 
of such outbreaks, Mr. Hoover 
said that the war could be won 
on the sea ahd in the air and 


on the home front, Sale 

In a direct attack on race riots, 
the director stated: 

“Another problem which is 
rapidly reaching flood time pro- 
portions involves civil violence, 
race riots, and’ insidious ..cam- 
paigns against ' minority groups. 
It is a national disgrace and a 
reflection upon ‘all ' Americans 
that altercations. between indi- 
viduals can touch off community- 
wide conflagrations, which are 
often’ seized upon, by young tecn- 
age hoddlums, of both sexes, to 
indulge in depredations of all 
kinds against property and per- 
sons, 

“Law enforcemen is not res- 
ponsible-for-such—outbreaks;—But;/) 
once lawless bands of people 
begin to take matters into their 
own hands, law enforcement does 
become responsible, When out- 
bursts. occur, pitting race against} 
tace, creed against creed, every| 
officer must recognize this res-|}: 
ponsibility and realize that the’ 
only intelligent ‘course ‘of action 
is’ to adopt vigorous, prompt. and 
firm measures to frestore peate: 
If force must be met with force, 
see to it that the protectors of 
law and order are marshalled in 
superior strength without delay 
an dthat they function for the 
good of all, with proper regard 
for the rights of all.. Rémember 
that crime thrives,- violence and 
murder rage, only where law and 
public resistance are weak. 
“The nation in reality i wag- 
ing war on two fronts. One jis 
against. the international pur- 
veyors ef tyranny and barbarity 
that spring from the hellish hates 
of duplicity and chicancery which 
fester in chancelleries and pal- 
aces abroad. THeir guns, bayonets, 
bombs and tanks are aimed to 
erush the liberties of free people 
everywhere. Pillage, plunder and 
destruction are their goal. j 

“Fhe other front’ is against our 
enemies at home who. are just ag 
determined, just as rù he | 
wor could be, won on the, fea, 
the air and land campaigns and 
yet bej lost on the home front. 
We of law enforcement fight less 
conspicuously, but our part of 
the conflict, like the other, af- 
fects every home in the land and 
every—man on the foreign fronts. 

“Persecution or discrimination 
that takes place far away is often 
much easier to recognize than 
whica occurs in our own com- 
munity, yet sane tolerance—and 
democracy, like charity, ought to 
begin at home, They go together. 
Every- victory -for-intelerance in 
America is a menace to demo- 
cracy for all of us, 

“We should keep foremost in 
our minds the real task of law 
enforcement. It is the protector 
of law. and order—the corner- 
stone of civilization of criminal 
justice. Unless the investigator 
first gets the facts and appre- 
hends the real wrongdoer, the 
most vigorous and gifted of pro- 
secuting attorneys are powerless. 
to act, The only excuse for the 
existence of law enforcement is 
the protection of society. Let us 
be men enough, with courage and 
determination enough, to do, our 
duty fearlessly here on the fro: 
assigned to us. 

“Then, when our men in khaki 
return after having won their 
war, they will find that we have 
not lost ours.”

. For some time the police have 
been under. the impression that 
Mayor LaGuardia didn’t want, 
and wouldn't. allow, them to do 
an effective police job in Harlem. 
The impression seemed so general 
that the World-Telegram asked 
the Mayor and Police Commis- 
sioner Valentine some questions 
bearing upon, law enforcement in 
Harlem. 

Their answers are unequivocat 
denials that they have ever-given 
any orders, direct or implied, 
which anyone could interpret as 
notifying the police to go easy in 
«handling crime in Harlem, or as 
restraining the police in the use 
of measures to preserve law and 
order there, which police would 
use in any other part. of the city. 

The police should be reassured 
by these answers. They have the 
word of the Mayor and ‘Police 
Commissioner to do what the de- 
cent law-abiding citizens of Har- 
lem want them to do—namely, 
break. up and clean out the crim- 
_inal gangs, restrain the hoodlums 
and trouble-makers from making 
any show of disorder and enforce 
a proper respect for law and for 
police uniforms. 

Police should ‘no longer be de- 
terred by any cry of ‘“Cossask!” 
or “race discrimination,” raised by 
subversive ‘agitators.and political 
opportunists who play upon the 
emotions of the Negroes. Instead, 
police should haul in such 
trouble-makers on charges of. dis- 
turbing the peace and attempting 
to obstruct justice.
